Fresh off her majority vic¬ 
tory in Alberta’s provincial 
ballot last month, Redford 
rolled out her 19-member 
ministerial team during a 
formal announcement inside 
the Alberta legislature Tues¬ 
day. 

“Going forward, we will 


demonstrate beyond a doubt 
this government will be the 
change Albertans are look¬ 
ing for,” she said. “We have 
listened to Albertans and this 
new cabinet and structure 
will allow us to focus on the 
things that are most import¬ 
ant to Albertans.”

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice has identified the city’s 
latest homicide victim as 
32-year-old Yehai Hassan 
Al-Bekai, who was shot out¬ 
side the Diesel Ultra Lounge 
early Sunday morning. 

Following an autopsy 
Tuesday morning, police 
confirm the victim died of 
a gunshot wound, though 
they won’t yet say where 
the bullet struck him. 

“Our investigation has 
been ongoing for the past 
60 hours and we are making 
headway; however, we are 
hitting a few roadblocks,” 
said Staff Sgt. David Spiers 
with the Edmonton po¬ 
lice homicide section. 
“We know that at least 30 
people were in the vicin¬ 
ity, vehicles were driving 
by, and we have informa¬ 
tion that people were using 
their cellphones to record 
this incident.” 

Spiers said investiga¬ 
tors have interviewed only 
about 14 of the people that 
were outside the club the 
night of the shooting.

tim’s father, police are ask¬ 
ing the public to have the 
courage to speak to author¬ 
ities on anything they may 
have seen, heard or caught 
on camera. 

“We are close to solv¬ 
ing this case, but we need 
these individuals to come 
forward, and with the vol¬ 
ume of people who were 
there, the story does not 
have to rely on one person. 
This is a senseless death, 
and those responsible 
need to be brought to jus¬ 
tice. Evil prevails when 
good people do nothing,” he 
said. 

Police do not have any 
suspects in custody and 
no charges have been laid. 
Spiers would not say if the 
victim was known to police.

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Police probe fatal house fire 


Suspicious. Fire and 
related death are 
under investigation

Edmonton police are inves¬ 
tigating a fatal fire in which 
a body was pulled from the 
basement of a bumed-out Ed¬ 
monton home Tuesday mor¬ 
ning. 

According to Insp. Brian 
Nowlan, police received a 
call from Fire Rescue Services 
around 8 a.m. to a residence at 
129 Street and 117 Avenue. 

The body belongs to a man 
believed to be in his mid-30s. 

“It’s being treated as a 
suspicious fire,” said Nowlan. 
“The scene is very contamin¬ 
ated now with the ash, the 
fire and the water. We’re go¬ 
ing through with a fine-tooth 
comb.” 

Homicide, forensic and ar¬ 
son resources were on scene 
so that nothing will be missed, 
said Nowlan, adding an aut¬ 
opsy was scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted within 48 hours. 

Both the main and second 
floor sustained “severe bum

Monday, including three 
vehicles that drove by and 
paused before leaving, fol¬ 
lowed by two people who ap¬ 
peared to be dmnk and stag¬ 
gering near the back gate of 
the home. 

He thought the home was 
abandoned, but said a neigh¬ 
bour told him Tuesday 
a couple had moved 
in two weeks ago.

Sketch released in assault cases 


Edmonton police say they are 
one step closer to catching 
the suspect who may be re¬ 
sponsible for a number of as¬ 
saults on women in the city’s 
busy Wh 3 rte Avenue area. 

The EPS released a com¬ 
posite sketch of the suspect 
Tuesday, asking media to cir¬ 
culate the image to the pub¬ 
lic. 

“This sketch has been cre¬ 
ated with the evidence we 
have collected thus far,” said 
Det. Rob Chan of Southeast 
Division. “I encourage any¬ 
one with information about 
the identity of this person 
to come forward to police. 


Small details that you think 
may be insignificant could ac¬ 
tually be veiy helpful in our 
investigation.” 

Based on the sketch, EPS 
says the suspect is likely a 
Caucasian man with darker 
complexion, possibly native, 
and likely in his 20s. 

Chan said it’s been diffi¬ 
cult for the complainants to 
articulate features like eye 
colour when the attacks came 
from behind. 

While a number of tips on 
the case have been called into 
police, no arrests have yet 
been made. To date, no new 
victims have come forward.

Kevin Gowdey told the jury 
in London, Ont.; “Michael 
Rafferty and Terri-L 3 mne Mc¬ 
Glintic were in this together. 
Together they did this to Tori 
Stafford. Together they are 
guilty.” 

McGlintic, who is already 
serving a hfe sentence after 
pleading guilty to first-degree 
murder, testified that Rafferty 
urged her to kidnap a young 
girl, that he raped the girl, 
and that pent-up rage from 
her own childhood traumas 
caused McGlintic to snap and 
murder Tori. 

That testimony marked 
a change from what she 
told police for years — that 
Rafferty was the one who 
killed Tori with a hammer. 

Rafferty, 31, has pleaded 
not guilty to first-degree mur¬ 
der, sexual assault causing 
bodily harm and kidnapping.

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Foiled bomb 
plot being 
investigated 


Airport alert. Current 
technology would 
have spotted latest 
threat, officials say 


American explosive experts are 
dissecting a new-and-improved 
al-Qaida underwear bomb 
seized before it could blow up a 
U.S.-boimd commercial airliner 
— but even as they work, the 
foiled terrorist plot has swiftly 
and predictably become poht- 
ical fodder. 

The CIA and its overseas 
partners thwarted the attack 
following a covert Yemeni in¬ 
telligence operation. Those be¬ 
hind the plot apparently hoped 
to take down a plane, but U.S. 
officials revealed Tuesday that 
the would-be bomber at the 
heart of the plot was actually 
an informant working for the 
CIA and Saudi Arabian intel¬ 
ligence. 

The plot was foiled at 
aroimd the same time as last

week’s first anniversaiy of 
Osama bin Laden’s death at the 
hands of navy SEALs last year, 
but, contraiy to initial reports, 
it was not timed to coincide 
with the anniversary. 

The bomb was non-metalhc 
and wouldn’t have been de¬ 
tected by airport screening 
devices, officials say, but hkely 
would have been picked up by 
body scanners. There were no 
changes planned for airport se¬ 
curity measures in the U.S. as a 
result of the plot.

Envoy, Red Cross 
paint bleak picture. 

Ambushes, bombings

International envoy Kofi An¬ 
nan painted a bleak picture 
of Syria Tuesday, citing “un¬ 
acceptable levels of violence 
and abuse.” 

World powers share a 
“profound concern” that 
S 3 n’ia is descending into civil 
war, he said. 

Nevertheless, nations re¬ 
main committed to his six- 
point peace plan, he said, 
and have pledged to deploy 
300 ceasefire monitors there 
by the end of the month. 

But he said the bloodshed 
hasn’t ended. 

Annan has been tasked 
by the United Nations and

the Arab League with devis¬ 
ing a solution to end Syrian 
President Bashar Assad’s 
brutal crackdown on a popu¬ 
lar uprising. 

He spoke to reporters 
in Geneva after briefing a 
closed-door session of the 
UN Security Council in New 
York by video conference. 

The Red Cross added to 
Annan’s grim words, saying 
the Syrian conflict is trans¬ 
forming into a guerrilla war 
involving ambushes and 
bombings. 

It also warned that 1.5 


million Syrians are strug¬ 
gling to meet basic needs. 

Annan said the UN’s 
ceasefire-monitoring mis¬ 
sion “is the only remaining 
chance to stabilize” Syria. 

Annan told the Security 
Council that “unacceptable 
levels of violence and abuse” 
are continuing — that gov¬ 
ernment troops are still 
present in and around cities 
and towns and human rights 
violations are extensive and 
may be increasing. 

“There have been worry¬ 
ing episodes of violence 
by the government, but 
we have also seen attacks 
against government forces, 
troops and installations,” he 
said. 

“And there have been a 
spate of bombings that are 
really worr 3 dng.” 

The United Nations says 
more than 9,000 people 
have been killed in the 
Syrian conflict so far.

A United Nations nuclear 
inspector from South Korea 
was killed and a colleague in¬ 
jured in a car crash Tuesday 
near a reactor site in Iran. 

Iran’s state TV said the 
South Korean inspector, who 
was not wearing a seatbelt, 
was thrown from the car.

The embarrassing move 
came after a dozen heads of 
state, including the German 
and Czech presidents, refused 
to attend the Central and East¬ 
ern European summit to be 
held Friday and Saturday in 
the Crimean city of Yalta after 
Tymoshenko went on a himger 
strike to protest an alleged beat¬ 
ing by prison ofiicials. 

The Ukrainian Foreign Min¬ 
istry said it decided to postpone 
the summit until a later date 
because of the leaders’ inability 
to come. 

Ukraine faces harsh West¬ 
ern pressure for the jailing and 


alleged mistreatment of Tym¬ 
oshenko, with some pohticians 
calhng for boycotting the Euro 
2012 football championship 
the coimtiy co-hosts in Jime. 

The campaign to free and 


end the mistreatment of Ty¬ 
moshenko has become a top 
human-rights issue for the 
European Union and has drawn 
comparisons with Western 
sanctions against Belarus, an¬ 


other former Soviet nation 
on the EU border. Its authori¬ 
tarian president, Alexander 
Lukashe^co, has cracked down 
on dissent and sent opposition 
leaders to jail, the assoqated press 


U.S. Lawmakers target 
therapy for homosexuality 


A group of California law¬ 
makers Tuesday weighed a 
first-of-its-kind ban on a con¬ 
troversial form of psycho¬ 
therapy aimed at making gay 
people straight. 

Supporters say the legis¬ 
lation, which is before its 
final committee, is necessary 
because such treatments are 
ineffective and harmful. 

“This therapy can be dan¬ 
gerous,” said the bill’s au¬ 
thor, Sen. Ted Lieu. He added 
the treatments can “cause 
extreme depression and 
guilt” that sometimes leads 
to suicide.

Netanyahu wins supermajority through alliance 



Now backed by a parliament¬ 
ary supermajority, Benjamin 
Netanyahu has tremendous 
room to manoeuvre on Is¬ 
rael’s most pressing issues: 
peace with the Palestinians, 
possible war with Iran, and 
the growing rift at home be¬ 
tween religious and secular 
Jews. 

The stunning partnership 
with the opposition Kadima 
party, announced overnight 
Tuesday just as the nation was 
expecting him to call early 
elections, means the premier 
— if he so desires — can com¬ 
promise with the Palestinians 


without being brought down 
by hard-line nationalists who 
had controlled his fate. 

“A broad national unity 
government is good for se¬ 
curity, good for the economy, 
good for the people of Israel,” 
Netanyahu declared at a news 
conference with Kadima lead¬ 
er Shaul Mofaz, his new dep¬ 
uty prime minister. 

With his coalition divid¬ 
ed over a flurry of domestic 
issues, Netanyahu had de¬ 
clared in recent days that he 
would hold a parliamentary 
election in September, more 
than a year ahead of sched¬ 


ule. But as parliament con¬ 
vened late Monday to move 
toward elections, he and Mo¬ 
faz were secretly wrapping 
up their power-sharing deal. 
Israelis were stunned to wake 
up Tuesday to a new political 
reality. 

Netanyahu now heads a 
94-member coalition, one of 
the broadest alliances in the 
120-seat parliament in Israeli 
history — putting him in a 
strong position to push for¬ 
ward with new initiatives. 

The outcome is also a hfe 
raft for Mofaz. Netanyahu 
had been widely expected 


to win the election by secur¬ 
ing a majority of seats for his 
Likud and the religious and 
nationalist parties that are its 
natural — but always pesky 
— allies. The opposition 
centre-left bloc was behind 
in the polls and appeared to 
be headed toward splintering 
into several medium-sized 
parties to boot. 

For Israelis who felt alien¬ 
ated by the Netanyahu gov¬ 
ernment there is now the 
prospect of a more moderate 
leadership no longer depend¬ 
ent on the extreme right.

Dictating terms. Visa, 
MasterCard issuers set 
up perverse system: 
Competition Bureau 


Canada’s credit card system is 
a “perverse” place where shop¬ 
pers who pay with cash or deb¬ 
it subsidize purchases made 
with credit cards, the Competi¬ 
tion Bureau argued Tuesday in 
its opening salvo against Visa 
and MasterCard. 

That’s because merchants 
pay high fees for accepting 
credit cards and those 
costs are passed on to 
all consumers, the 
bureau’s lead 
counsel Kent 
Thomson 
said 
h 


opening statement to a tribu¬ 
nal hearing whether credit 
card companies are engaging 
in anti-competitive behaviour. 

Presenting the case for the 
Competition Bureau, Thom¬ 
son argued that the restrictive 
contracts put in place by Visa 
and MasterCard allow the 
two credit card companies — 
which represent 92 per cent 
of the market — to essentially 
dictate terms to merchants. 

As Thomson pointed out. 
Visa and MasterCard charged 
merchants about $5 biUion 
in fees for the privilege of 
accepting payments by cus¬ 
tomers using the cards, char¬ 
ges that merchants recoup 
through higher consumer 
prices. 

Those fees, which range 
from 1.5 to 3 per cent on pur¬ 
chases, are among the highest 
in the world, he said, about 
twice the rate credit card firms 
charge merchants in Australia, 
New Zealand and many parts 
of Europe 

In laying out the Competi¬ 
tion Bureau’s case, Thomson 
singled out rules credit card 
firms place on merchants. For 
example, merchants are de-

to tell customers the imbed¬ 
ded charge for using a particu¬ 
lar credit card, or from levying 
a surcharge on premium cards. 

This encourages consumers 
to use more premium cards in 
order to collect rewards, such 
as Air Miles, but merchants 
must pass on the higher costs 
to all customers, whether they 
use standard cards, debit or 
pay cash. 

He noted the fees on the 
average credit card is about 
50 times higher than those on 
debit cards — about 12 cents 

In a normal competitive 
market, the merchant would 
be permitted to charge cus¬ 
tomers different prices de¬ 
pending on their method of 
payment.

Maurice Sendak, author of an

Max, died at 83. 

You may not immediately recognize the name, but if you were 
ever a kid, you’ll remember his book. 

Where the Wild Things Are is the story about the kid who 
was busted for “making mischief” in his wolf costume and sent 
to bed without his supper. Confined to quarters, his imagination 
set sail and encoimtered the Wild Things. They were very scary 
but he conquered them by staring into their yellow eyes, “not 

blinking once.” The creatures

made Max their king and 
then let the wild rumpus 
begin. 

They roared their terrible 
roars, and gnashed their ter¬ 
rible teeth. Everybody had a 
great, totally awesome time, 
but Max got homesick and 
so he said goodbye to the 
Wild Things and went home. 


where his mom was waiting and his supper was still hot. 

Oh, that Maurice Sendak. 

It’s hard to believe, but Where the Wild Things Are is one of 
the most harmed books in America (land of free speech) because 
back in 1963, when it was pubhshed, little kids did not get to be 
angry and roar their terrible roars, especially at their parents. 

Sendak is responsible for another one of the most harmed chil¬ 
dren’s books in America, In the Night Kitchen, in which Mickey 
floats up from his bed, loses his PJs, ends up in the Night Kitchen 
and is nearly baked naked into the Morning Bread by three chefs 
who look like a cross between Ohver Hardy and Hitler. 

Whatever. Sendak did not care what the officials and the 
librarians thought. He only cared what the kids thought: “Kids go 
for what they enjoy,” he said. “They aren’t star-chasers and they 
don’t suck up. It’s why I like them.” 

As much as he professed to dislike grown-ups, I think Sendak 
liked the little kid who lurks within. He brought all us kids — 
big, little, inner and outer — together at bedtime so we could 
have one last wild rumpus before the lights went out on another 
day. 

And now the light has gone out forever on Sendak. With him 
went another piece of a rapidly vanishing spirit — the open- 
minded, progressive creativity somehow kindled in the second 
half of the 20th centuiy, despite (or perhaps in defiance of) two 
world wars. 

Fortunately, the creatures of his imagination, the Wild Things, 
will live on — in our hearts, in our minds and in our terrible

If the world ends on Dec. 
21, 2012 — as some believe 
the Maya predicted — that 
leaves plenty of opportun¬ 
ity to see a new exhibit that 
examines the civilization’s 
ancient kingdoms, intricate 
calendar systems and cur¬ 
rent culture. 

Experts at the Penn Mu¬ 
seum in Philadelphia appar¬ 
ently give little credence to 
the apocal 3 rpse m 3 d:h, consid¬ 
ering the show runs through 
early 2013. 

But they say that the 
legend, which has been 
perpetuated in pop culture 
through disaster movies and 
sensational tabloid headlines, 
offers a chance to engage 
people about ancient and 


Mayan myth 


Armageddon? 


As early astronomers, 
the Maya devised vari¬ 
ous types of calendars by 
observing celestial move¬ 
ments. Their “Long Count” 
calendar begins in 3114 
B.C. and marks time in 
roughly 394-year periods 
known as baktuns. 

Thirteen was a sacred 
number for the Maya, and 
some scholars believe the 
13th baktun ends on 


modern Maya society. 

Maya 2012: Lords of Time 
features artifacts excav¬ 
ated from the historic Maya 
ruins of Copan in Honduras, 
including burial jewelry, 
food vessels and ceramic 
figures. 

Honduras President Por- 
firio Lobo Sosa is scheduled to 
cut the ribbon when the ex¬ 
hibit opens on Saturday. The 


Dec. 21, 2012. Penn Mu¬ 
seum experts say it ends 
Dec. 23, but that then 
another calendar cycle 
will begin — not Armaged¬ 
don. 

Curator Loa Traxler 
said while it’s hard to trace 
the origin of the apocal 52 pse 
prophecy, she described it 
as “a conflation of a lot 
of different ideas,” 
including Aztec lore and 
Judeo-Christian end-of-days 
rhetoric.

When I first started dipping my 
toes into the advertising world, 
I worked for a really small start¬ 
up that had a staff of about 15 
people. 

The small size of the com¬ 
pany meant that we would 
spend all of our time together 
and we naturally became a 
close-knit group of friends. 

During my tenure at this 
firm, a number of friends and 
co-workers were promoted 
to positions that involved me 
working imder them. 1 was also 
put in a position that gave me 
authority over some of my clos¬ 
est fidends and colleagues. For a 
while, we struggled to find the 
appropriate balance as co-work¬ 
ers, friends and “imderlings.” 

Co-worker relationships are 
interesting. These are people 
you probably spend 90 per cent 
of your week with and they’re 
relationships that can be last¬ 


ing and influential to your ca¬ 
reer. 

But what happens when 
your co-worker, and friend, gets 
promoted to a position as your 
superior? Does the relationship 
stay the same? 

How do you deal with the 
fact that your closest confi¬ 
dante is now your boss? 

Respect the space 

This person is obviously some¬ 
one you may be reporting to on 


a regular basis. Remember that 
even though you’re friends, you 
have to respect the position he 
or she has been given, and act 
accordingly Never think that 
deadlines and expectations 
are lowered because your best 
friend is the boss. 

Talk about it 

Express your thoughts and de¬ 
velop a strategy for how this 
new work relationship will 
function. 


Set out guidelines that re¬ 
spect both you and your co¬ 
worker’s positions, but be flex¬ 
ible in a manner that allows 
you to still sociahze with them. 

This is a good way to gauge 
how you and your friend can 
interact with each other, espe¬ 
cially if hanging out at the local 
pub and gabbing is common 
after work. 

You may even feel an ink¬ 
ling of jealousy, and that’s 
understandable. But bottling

What happens if I get pro¬ 
moted and become a superior 
to my friends? 

Well, first of all, scroll back up 
and read the first two point¬ 
ers, and replace your colleague 
with yourself But what about 
number three? How would 
that work? Become the men¬ 
tor! Reverse the role and guide 
your friends to do better at 
work. Teach them what you 
know and what you did to get 
to where you are. Friends help 
each other out, right?

After a year of working at a 
comfortable management desk 
job right out of business school, 
1 was pulled into my boss’s of¬ 
fice and was told it was time for 
a “critical experience.”

What happens when an 
employee is told to perform 
more work for the same 
pay? Do employers have the 
right to expect the same 
level of performance or do 
employees have the right to 
refuse the additional work 
or demand more compensa¬ 
tion? 

According to a recent 
Ontario case, courts will be 
S3mipathetic to employees 
performing two jobs for the 
price of one. 

Kelly Hunt was hired as 
an assistant at Peterborough, 
Ontario trucking company 
Buckham Transport Ltd. 

However, she was later 
asked to take on role of 
receivables clerk. Hunt 
thought that this amounted 
to the work of two jobs, but 
nonetheless, she said that 
she would do whatever need¬ 
ed to be done. 


Hunt was not given any 
increase in pay. 

Hunt already had a rocky 
relationship with her super¬ 
visor, who felt that she often 
procrastinated and took too 
long to finish her work. 

Matters deteriorated 
when Hunt took on the addi¬ 
tional accounting duties and 
complaints about her work 
landed on the desk of the 
company’s office manager, 
Leanor Buckham. 

Hunt was called to a meet¬ 
ing with Ms. Buckham, who 
accused Hunt of fumbling 
some of her work. Hunt 
was then asked to take on 
even more work, which she 
agreed to only if given a 
raise, but not otherwise. 

This was the last straw 
for Ms. Buckham, who fired 
Hunt on the spot. Hunt fired 
back with a lawsuit. 

At a recent trial, the 
court found for Hunt. It de¬ 
termined that it was Hunt’s 
additional duties that caused 
her to get behind in her work 
and not any wilful neglect on 
her part. 

Critical of how the com¬ 
pany handled the matter 
from the outset, the judge 
then concluded that Buck¬ 
ham was to blame for per¬ 
mitting a “failed manage¬ 


ment system.” 

If there were complaints 
about Hunt’s work, Buck¬ 
ham had to properly warn 
her, the court ruled. Hunt 
was awarded damages and 
her legal costs. 

The human resource les¬ 
sons are clear — without 
appropriate warnings, sel¬ 
dom will courts find that 
employees knew or should 


have known that they were 
underperforming. 

Furthermore, employees 
should beware of assuming 
additional responsibilities 
without first seeking an 
agreement on pay. 

Once the new work be¬ 
gins, it will often be too late 
to negotiate.

As an ergonomist, Joshua Estrin 
studies the physical danger of 
repetitious office movements 
and attempts to limit that ha- 
bility wherever possible. 

But he can’t help but no¬ 
tice greater imphcations of of¬ 
fice space design — or lack of 
design. “Comfort is no longer 
a luxury in the office, it’s a ne¬ 
cessity, because it’s not good 
enough to just do your job any¬ 
more. The pressure on people in 


this economy is enormous. “To 
expect them to do that when 
they’re not in an environment 
that’s physically comfortable is 
just illogical,” says Estrin, who 
holds an M.S. in behaviour and 
systems theory from Columbia 
University and currently works 
for a Florida consulting firm. 

“Making positive changes to 
a worker’s environment goes a 
long way, especially in an econ¬ 
omy where people may not 


be getting the raises they an¬ 
ticipated.” And an ergonomic 
workspace doesn’t necessarily 
have to be an expensive one. 

“I think we’re finally getting 
to a place where companies 
understand that it doesn’t have 
to cost thousands of dollars to 
be ergonomic,” says Kevin Cos¬ 
tello of US Ergonomics, a major 
consulting firm.

A rear-wheel-drive Subaru? 
Surely it must be a misprint. 


But, no, loyal Subie shop¬ 
pers are in for a shock when 
they discover that the new 
BRZ doesn’t drive all four 
wheels. 

And that’s not all, folks. 
Subaru has teamed up with 
Toyota, which owns a small 
stake in the company, to cre¬ 
ate the BRZ and its doppelga- 
nger that will be marketed 
on these shores as the Scion 
FR-S. 

Wow, two separate manu¬ 
facturers introducing nearly 


identical models at almost 
the same time. Who would 
have believed it possible — 
and more to the point, why 
is it happening? 

Of course, because it 
makes sound economic 
sense. It costs big bucks to 
bring any brand-new model 
to market, but it’s hard to 
justify the development 
costs when that model is 
a low-volume sports car. 
Spreading the tooling ex¬ 
penses between two manu¬ 


facturers allows both to 
more affordably market a 
vehicle that creates some 
enthusiast buzz while also 
building sales for more 
mainstream metal. 

Toyota is an old hand at 
making sporty coupes (the 
Celica, Supra and MR2 are 
examples) but hasn’t headed 
down that road for years. As 
for Subaru, its last two-door 
effort was the 1990s-era SVX, 
a mildly quirky all-wheel- 
driver that was priced at the 


premium end of the scale. 
This time around, the BRZ 
faces formidable competi¬ 
tion other than from the 
Scion FR-S. Hyundai’s Gen¬ 
esis coupe is a leading con¬ 
tender, but the pricier Nis¬ 
san 370Z is in the hunt as 
well. 

Overall, the BRZ, which 
arrives this spring, promises 
to shake up the sport-coupe 
world with a balanced and 
lightweight package that 
really is as sporty as it looks.

Common Issues 


Check the level and condi¬ 
tion of the RX-8’s engine oil 
before your test drive. Be 
sure the seller was fond of 
frequent, high-quality oil 
changes. 

A lumpy idle or ‘misfire’ 
may be the result of an over¬ 
heating issue related to the 
ignition coils. If you experi¬ 
ence this issue on a test drive, 
be sure to have the vehicle 
inspected to confirm. 

Given the RX-8’s unique 
engine, only a rotaiy-trained 
Mazda mechanic should 
inspect the vehicle ahead of 
your purchase. 

While the car is in the air, 
the mechanic can also check 
for fiuid leaks, excessive rust, 
and the condition of the tires 
and brakes. 

Before your test drive, first 
check to see if the engine 
has been run recently by 
carefully and quickly touch¬ 
ing the muffler to see if it’s 
warm. Sometimes, a seller 
will pre-warm the engine to 
prevent it from smoking or 
idhng erratically when it’s 
cold.

at a surprisingly high rate. 

Even a steady surge in gaso¬ 
line prices throughout North 
America did httle to spark 
loyalty among hybrid owners 
last year. 

In a study recently released 
by the automotive consulting 
firm R.L. PoUc, research found 
that almost two out of three hy¬ 
brid owners (65 per cent) who 
bought a new car in 2011 went 
back to a gasoline-powered 
model. The troubling trend 
for the hybrid market, which 
sucks up billions in automaker 
development dollars, is based 
on Polk’s analysis of U.S. regis¬ 
tration data and purchasing 
trends for 75,000 former hy¬ 
brid owners who bought a new 
vehicle last year. 

The Polk study doesn’t of¬ 
fer any specifics or reasons for 
the lack of loyalty from hybrid 
owners, which is obviously key 
to imderstanding the issue. 
Popular speculation, however, 
is that the premium price for 
hybrid teclmology, countered 
by improving fuel-efficiency in 
gas engines — whether re^ or 
perceived — as well as the ever- 
increasing number of hot new 
choices in the compact seg¬ 
ment, are steering drivers back 


to the tried-and-true fuel-only 
models. 

“The lineup of alternate- 
drive vehicles and their pre¬ 
mium price points just aren’t 
appeahng enough to consum¬ 
ers to give the (hybrid) segment 
the momentum it once antici¬ 
pated,” said Lacy Plache, chief 
economist of the automotive 
information agency Edmimds. 
com, in a press release from 
Polk. 

“Especially given the grow¬ 
ing strength of fuel economy 
among compact and mid-size 
competitors.” 

Repurchasing rates vary 
across difierent hybrid models, 
with the highest loyalty levels 
belonging to the Toyota Prius, 
of course, the most popular 
hybrid in North America with 
about half of the overall seg¬ 
ment sales. 

In fact, according to Polk’s 
analysis, if the Prius were re¬ 
moved from the repurchase 
equation, less that one-quarter 
of previous U.S. hybrid owners 
chose another hybrid as their 
new-vehicle purchase in 2011. 

That said; overall hybrid 
sales in the United States have 
still doubled since 2007, even 
if aU drivers aren’t coming 
back for seconds. In fact, sales 
of the Chevrolet Volt doubled 
in March when compared to a 
month earlier. 

“Having a hybrid in the 
product Imeup can certainly 
give a brand a competitive edge 
when it comes to attracting 
new customers,” said Brad 
Smith, director of loyalty man¬ 
agement practice for PoUc. 

But hybrid manufacturers 
have come imder increased 
scrutiny as more data about the 
real-world fuel-consumption 
figures becomes available for 
these combo electric-gas-pow- 
ered vehicles. Your mileage 
may vaiy? Indeed. 

California woman Heather 
Peters won a smaU-claims case 
against Honda in February 
when the court foimd the auto¬ 
maker misled her to beheve her 
2006 Civic hybrid could get 50 
mpg. She said she gets about 


30 mpg. The ruling sparked a 
firestorm of negative media for 
Honda and the entire hybrid 
market. 


With fuel consumption that 
can widely vaiy depending on 
how a hybrid is driven, where 
it is driven and in what climate. 


unfamiliar technology, imcer- 
tain resale values and generally 
higher up-ffont cost of hybrid 
vehicles, Plache said several 


obstacles “will need to be over¬ 
come” before sales and loyalty 
levels increase in the hybrid 
segment. 

Surprisingly, volatile gas 
prices during the past four 
years — which ranged from 
about $2 to $4.50 in the United 
States — had a neghgible im¬ 
pact on hybrid loyalty. 

And with recent research 
showing that it often takes sev¬ 
eral years worth of fuel savings 
to ofeet the premium paid for 
hybrid vehicles, reluctance is 
still in air. 

“The repurchase rates of hy¬ 
brid vehicles are an indication 
that consumers are continuing 
to seek alternative solutions to 
high fuel prices,” Smith said. 

“We haven’t landed on a 
definitive answer as far as what 
the technology is going to be 
that customers will embrace.”

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Matte goes mainstream and multicoloured

Meet Matte. He might be just a 
form of paint finish, and a dull 
one at that, but he’s strangely 
popular at the moment. 

In another era. Matte was 
hanging around the hot-rod 
gang. Back then, hot-rodders 
who placed more priority on 
‘go’ than ‘show’ were prone to 
paint their cars with flat black 
primer. 

And of course. Matte has 
always been simpatico with 
military t 3 ^es. Those guys 
prefer their land, air and navy 
machines to be hard to spot 
and unreflective, just as much 
as they like them to be nasty 
and all-conquering. 

So naturally. Matte has de¬ 
veloped into a great choice for 
modem bikes and cars that 
want or need to evoke certain 
anti-social tendencies. 

But we seem to have en¬ 
tered a new era of Matte. 

Manufactures like BMW, 
Mercedes-Benz, Ferrari and 
H 3 mndai, all now offer Matte 
and/or semi-gloss finishes on 
selected vehicles. 

Might be a chicken-and- 
egg kind of thing, but Matte’s 
popularity has certainly risen 
since two different techno¬ 
logical developments took 
hold: The introduction of 
high-quahty vinyl wraps and 
the move to use clear-coat 
paint. 

For around $3,000, you 
can have your Porsche 911 
completely wrapped in Matte 
black vinyl wrap. And when 
you tire of that look, you can 


simply take the wrap off, and 
go back to your former, origin¬ 
al-colour lifestyle. 

“Today’s paints are all base 
coat/clear coat,” says Sam 
Piercey, manager of Budd’s 
Collision, which services 
many dealerships and brands 
within the Budd dealer group 
of Oakville, Ont. 

“The clear coat contains 
the Matte finish.” 

So a Matte or semi-gloss 
finish can be applied to vari¬ 


ous base colours — it doesn’t 
have to be stealth-bomber 
grey, or hot-rod black. Matte 
can be enjoyed in various 
shades now, and in hfestyles 
that have nothing to do with 
the iconic outcasts who pion¬ 
eered the look. 

For potential Matte con¬ 
noisseurs, however, Piercey 
offers a caution: “It’s a real 
high-maintenance paint... 
It’s a real hassle to get oil and 
grease off it... You have to 


clean it without polishing and 
without powerful chemicals, 
otherwise you get a shine on 
that area.” 

Matte finishes are also 
more expensive, both as an 
original paint from the fac¬ 
tory, and as a respray. 

According to custom-paint 
speciahst Joe Fernandez of 
Daredevil Kustoms (Innisfil, 
Ont), Matte finishes require 
more expensive materials (an 
extra clear coat with Matte 


agents), but also require far 
more attention in the spray 
booth. 

“You have to be super- 
meticulous,” says Fernandez. 
He notes that with a regular 
clear coat, when there are 
shght imperfections in the diy 
paint, they are colour-sanded 
and then polished — and then 
disappear. You don’t have that 
polisMng option with Matte. 

At Daredevil, they add two 
clear coats: a regular one. 


which is subsequently sanded 
and polished; and then the 
Matte one, which can’t be 
sanded or pohshed. All this 
adds up to about a $1,250 
premium over a regular Dare¬ 
devil paint job. 

But added costs and main¬ 
tenance issues aside, if you’re 
aching for something interest¬ 
ing and different, and you’ve 
had it with shiny and glossy 
— then it just might be time 
to get all “dulled” up.

How does it know? 


Driving Force. A look 
at the inner-workings 
of gas stations reveals 
some noteworthy 
information

So you’re at the gas station, 
filling up your car. You have a 
choice of regular, mid-grade, or 
premium fuel. Three buttons 
— but there’s only one fuel 
nozzle. How does the pump 
dispense three grades of fuel 
through a single hose? 

“There are two fuel tanks in 
the ground,” says Glenn Phil¬ 
lips, service technician for Al¬ 
bert’s Gas Station Maintenance 
in Gambridge, Ont. “It blends at 
the top of the pump.” 

You’ll find that at most sta¬ 
tions, the octane ratings — the 
“grades” of gasoline — are 87, 
89, and 91. Buried under the 
ground are huge tanks, as large 
as 45,000 litres each, which 
hold 87- and 91-octane fuel. The 
gas pump has two meters. If

• The pump hose is always 
full and contains about 
half a litre of fuel, so the 
first 500 millilitres will be 
whatever grade the last 
customer purchased. 


• Fuel pumps contain filters 
to screen out any dirt. Even 
so, avoid buying gas right 
after the fuel tanker has 
filled the underground 
tanks, since it stirs up any 
sediment on the bottom. 

you select 87-octane, the pump 
turns on that meter and dis¬ 
penses from the lower-octane 
tank. Gonversely, if you want 
91-octane, that meter turns on 
and dispenses from that tank. 

Should you want 89-octane 
mid-grade, the pump blends 
the two 50/50. 

“On top of the meter, 
there’s a ‘pulser,’ and it counts 
the volume of fuel you’re get¬ 
ting,” Phillips says. 

“If you buy 20 litres of mid¬ 
grade, you’re getting 10 litres 
of regular and 10 of super. If it 
sees that you’re getting more 
regular than super, it’ll open 


and close valves to compensate 
and adjust. It’s constantly mon¬ 
itoring to the blend ratio.” 

The fuel nozzle has either 
a small hole in it, or a piece of 
metal on it, which reacts when 
fuel backs up against it in your 
vehicle’s filler neck, indicating 
that the tank is full. The pump 
then automatically shuts off. 
You should always operate the 
nozzle yourself and never use 
the gas cap or other object to 
hold it open, Phillips says. 

“If there’s a spiU, you can 
actually be held hable for the 
cleanup,” he says. “Think twice 
before you use something to 
hold it open.” 

The pump compensates for 
temperature, “so eveiy htre 
that comes out is calibrated as 
if the temperature was 15 G,” 
Phillips says. 

“In the summer, you actual¬ 
ly get a little less gas, and in the 
winter you get a little more, but 
the difference is pennies, and 
it only makes a difference if 
you’re buying miUions of litres 
a year.” 

The pumps are calibrated 
once a year. And as for the price 
of gas? “Please don’t take it out 
on the attendants,” Phillips 
says. “It’s really not their fault.”

Dodge is basically MIA in 
Canada’s most popular car 
segment — the compact car. 
Sure, it sells a few Calibers 
here and there, but hardly 
anything when compared 
to how many Honda Civ¬ 
ics, Toyota Corollas, and 
H 3 mndai Elantras fly out of 
dealerships each year. 

So expectations are sky- 
high for this summer’s ar¬ 
rival of the much antici¬ 
pated 2013 Dodge Dart, the 
first Chrysler Group vehicle 
built on a Fiat Group archi¬ 
tecture, and on paper at 
least, the best and most 
competitive compact sedan 
ever offered by Dodge. 

It’s always much better 
to contemplate a car on 
pavement than paper, so 
we jumped at the chance to 
get Dart on some hot Texas 
pavement, in and around 
the city of Austin, where 
Dodge recently held its 
“first drive” press preview 
for its new pride and joy. 

First off, the Dart’s big¬ 
ger than you think, just 
like the State of Texas. The 
architecture was borrowed 
from the Alfa Romeo Giu- 
lietta, but then lengthened 
and widened to meet North 
American wants, needs and 
girths. 

While the Dart is a big¬ 
ger, North America-centric 
four-door sedan, and the 
Alfa is a slimmer, Euro-cen- 
tric sporty hatchback. Dart 
has nonetheless retained a 
lot of Alfa’s road handling 
goodness. 

The Dart has a very plant¬ 
ed, secure feel, and corners 
crisply with confidence and 
with very little body lean. 
This is not a choppy, erratic 
little grocery-getter. 

The EPS (electric power 
steering system) features a 
quick 15:1 steering ratio, 
and the steering wheel feel 
is just about perfect — not

overly assisted as some 
other compact rides. 

Four-cylinder engine 
choices include 160-horse¬ 
power 2.0-litre, 160-hp 
1.4-litre featuring Multi- 
Air and turbo, and 184-hp 
MultiAir 2.4-htre. 

Transmission choices 
include 6-speed manual, 
6-speed automatic, or 
6-speed “dual clutch” auto¬ 
matic. 

We spent the most time 
in an SXT model with the 
base 2.0-litre connected to 
the “regular” automatic. 

The power isn’t mind- 
blowing, but certainly does 
the job within class stan¬ 
dards. 

The engine is also very 
quiet and refined, and tre¬ 
mendously aided by the 
automatic’s slick and intel¬ 
ligent shifting. 

Of course, the interior 
reflects rising expectations 
for gadget connectivity, 
safety and conveniences. 
Standard are 10 air bags and 
four-wheel disc brakes with 
ABS. 

The optional 8.4-inch 
touch screen looks amaz¬ 
ing, with very large and 
easily understandable icons 
for selectable items — and 
when you also pony up for 
the rear-view camera, it af¬ 
fords a great view of what’s 
behind you. 

The big screen instantly 
makes the interior feel 
state- of-the-art. 

Also neat is a storage 
area right under the pas¬ 
senger’s butt — just flip 
the seat cushion forward. 
The long and low glovebox 
also offers similar “out of 
sight” storage for laptops 
and iPads. 

While the Dart features 
a neat version of Dodge’s 
signature “cross hair” grille 
(lots of black paint make it 
look like it’s just floating 
there in space), it also de¬ 
notes a departure from the 
current Dodge styling idiom 
some would characterize 
as chiselled and masculine. 
The Dart is rounded and 
curvy. 

This is a segment over¬ 
flowing with talented and 
priced-right competitors. 
Dart is primed and pumped 
for the challenge.
